HUMBOLDT -— As sup- 
porters of community halls 
continue to rally for their 
local control, the county’s 
Board of Supervisors has 
approved a resolution de- 
scribing them as “indepen- 
dent corporations.”

A resolution “expressing 
support for local commu- 
nity halls” was approved at 
the Jan. 25 board meeting 
and states that “local com- 
munity halls believe their 
communities are the legal 
owners of their properties.” 

Halls in Bayside, Field- 
brook and Redcrest are 
named in the resolution 
and all have come under 
legal actions taken by the 
national and state grange 
organizations that claim 
ownership of them. 

Supervisors Steve Ma- 
drone and Mike Wilson, the 
sponsors of the resolution, 
stressed that the intent is 
to generally support the 
community halls, not take a 
stance on the legal actions. 

“There’s a lot of convo- 
luted discussion going on 
around community halls, 
granges and everything else 
— and that’s not what this is 
about,” said Madrone, add- 
ing that the resolution seeks 
to “simply offer our support 
to local community halls.” 

But when Madrone hand- 
ed the presentation over to 
invited “panelists” from lo- 
cal halls, the “discussion” he 
referred to was delved into. 

Rowena Miller, a long- 


time leading member of 
the Fieldbrook Community 
Club, described the grange 
organizations’ ownership 
claim as “a corporate land 
grab” and asked people to 
sign a petition at the Field- 
brook Market protesting it. 

Community hall sup- 
porter Margie Plant said 
the grange organi- 
zations’ legal asser- 
tions of ownership 
“can only be con- 
sidered as a take- 
over of community 
property” and “the 
legal proceedings 
thus far have not re- 
sulted in justice for 
our communities.” 

Supervisor Mike Wilson 
acknowledged the “legal 
battles” but described the 
resolution as keeping at 
arm’s length from them. 

“T don’t think we are tak- 
ing a legal stand necessar- 
ily in terms of what’s been 
adjudicated,” he said, add- 
ing that what’s being sup- 
ported is for “the grange 
and the community halls to 
move forward in the most 
beneficial way possible.” 

Supervisor Rex Bohn 
noted the consequences 
of the legal outcomes. “It 
pains a lot of people to see 
the Bayside Grange locked 
up and shut down,” he 
said. 

But he doesn’t see favor- 
able odds in challenging 
the grange organizations. 
“I think the horses are al- 
ready out of the barn, ’'m 
sorry to say,” said Bohn. 

He recommended that 
residents of the communi- 
ties “organize and figure out 
a way to work with ’em.” 

Though Bohn and Su- 
pervisor Michelle Bushnell 
were wary of the resolution 
being perceived as taking 
sides in a legal battle, they 
joined a unanimous vote to 
approve it.

ers of America (FFA) chapter 
went to Arcata to compete in the Sec- 
tional Speaking competition. 

This competition is filled 
with public speaking events 
such as Creed, Job Inter- 
view, Impromptu, Extem- 
poraneous, Prepared, and 
Parliamentary Procedure.

Extemporaneous is where stu- 
dents prepare a binder with infor- 
mation before the competition and at 
the competition they pick 
three out of 18 topics and 
then eventually pick one to 
talk about. They then have 
half an hour to prepare a 
four to six-minute speech, 
after which a panel of judg- 
es has five minutes to ask 
follow-up questions. 

McKinleyville had two 
students compete in this 
competition, Connor Alto 
placed first and Kierlyn 
Guynup placed third, both 
moving onto regionals. 

Prepared is where the contestant 
writes a six to eight minute speech 
and memorizes it, then at the com- 
petition they deliver it to a panel of 
judges. McKinleyville had two con- 
testants, Corrina Theisfeld placed 
first with her speech, Breaking the 
Marketing Stereotypes Grass Fed 
and Grain Fed Beef, and Morgan 
Stubbs placed second with Agritour- 
ism A Pathway to Success. Both will 
move onto regionals.

knew that very soon many pub- 
lic entities, such as the shelter, 
would be closing their doors to 
the public. With that in mind 
we made a big push 
to find foster homes 
for the adoptable 
dogs so that they 
wouldn’t have to give 
up the walks and so- 
cializing that they 
had been getting 
from volunteers. We 
were able to place 
many of the dogs and 
that program proved very suc- 
cessful for almost six months! 
As guidelines changed, the 
volunteers were allowed to 
come back to the shelter with 
safety protocols in place and 
the foster program for our 
adoptable dogs seemed to not 
be needed so much, though we 
have always used fosters for 
dogs with med- 
ical needs. The 
early months 
of this year 
have brought a 
steady stream 
of incoming 
dogs (and no, 
they are not the 
so-called “pan- 
demic puppies;” 


those have 
stayed with 
their adoptive 


families) which 

is seriously stressing the shel- 
ter’s capacity. So once again we 
are looking for foster homes for 
our adoptable dogs. Just last 
week, big Jack went to a foster 
home which he is very much 
enjoying. He has a meet-and- 
greet scheduled before this goes 
to press, so as you read this he 
may already have moved on to 
his forever home! His adopters 
will get to have extra informa- 
tion about his house manners 
(which have been good) and his 
general behavior thanks to the 
privilege of being fostered tem- 


porarily. Our fosters treat the 
dogs like their own, though they 
are not responsible for medical 
expenses and we can provide 
anything else like food or toys 
if needed. The foster family just 
needs to be able to bring the dog 
back to the shelter if 
prospective adopters 
wish to meet him or 
her. The shelter will 
give the fosters at 
least a day’s notice 
for those meetings.

Two dogs up for adoption 
(and potentially available for 
foster) are Mickey and Min- 
nie. These two came into the 
shelter together back at the 
start of December.

It didn’t really take 
long for that and now we know 
quite a bit about their person- 
alities and what makes each 
one charming! 

Mickey is the male. He is 
about eight months old with a 
beautiful fawn colored coat and 
golden eyes. We love Mickey’s 
ears that mostly stand up with 
just the tips flopped forward. 
Mickey loves other dogs and is 
happiest when he has a walking 
buddy. He has been compli- 
mented by the volunteers for 


his attentiveness to his handler, 
frequently checking in as they 
walk. Mickey has been friend- 
ly with every dog he sees and 
seems equally excited to meet 
a new person. In the play yard 
he loves to give kisses to his vol- 
unteer friends. Mickey is a nice 
size at about 45 pounds and 
probably won’t get much big- 
ger. He is already neutered and 
ready to find his forever home.

January 26, 2022 (LONG BEACH, CA) — 
Today, the California State University (CSU) 
Board of Trustees approved a new designation 
and name for Humboldt State University — 
California State Polytechnic University, Hum- 
boldt. This caps nearly two years of planning 
by the Hispanic-Serving Institution for new 
curricula and facilities, increased hands-on 
student research opportunities, and the ex- 
pected enrollment growth associated with the 
enhanced offerings and new designation. 

The institution will adopt its new formal 
name and will be known informally as Cal 
Poly Humboldt. The state legislature will be 
asked to incorporate the name into legislation 
next year. 

“Cal Poly Humboldt will be a polytechnic 
for the 21st-century, preparing students to ad- 
dress the urgent issues our society faces,” says 
Cal Poly Humboldt President Tom Jackson, 
Jr. “The energy, the new academic programs, 
the incredible polytechnic foundation already 
in place, and the positive change associated 
with our new name and designation begins 
today for our campus community. We look 
forward to welcoming new students to a CSU 
campus with great momentum and an unpar- 
alleled trajectory. At Humboldt, we have al- 
ways ‘learned by doing’. There has never been 
a better time for students to be a part of Cal 
Poly Humboldt to achieve their goals.” 

The curricula developed by the faculty will 
emphasize STEM infused with humanities, 
arts, and ethics, and will be grounded in sus- 
tainability and social justice. Cal Poly Hum- 
boldt is located in a region with many tribal 
Nations and Indigenous wisdom will be re- 
spectfully and purposely reflected in the uni- 
versity’s academic offerings. 

The designation comes at a critical time 
as California and the nation face a growing 
demand for diverse STEM professionals and 
student demand is strong for programs in 
engineering and other STEM fields. Cal Poly 
Humboldt will help meet workforce needs in 
fields such as engineering, technology, and 
healthcare, in addition to bridging equity gaps 
in STEM professions. Regionally, a polytech- 
nic institution will also have a tremendous 
economic impact on the North Coast, a most- 
ly rural area between the San Francisco Bay 
Area and Oregon. 

“Today’s action is an investment in Califor- 
nia’s future that will help us meet the work- 
force needs of the 21st century and drive our 
economic growth for decades to come,” says 
Governor Gavin Newsom, who advanced 


historic funding to support the university’s 
polytechnic designation in his January state 
budget proposal last year. “As the CSU’s third 
polytechnic university and the first in North- 
ern California, Cal Poly Humboldt is a point of 
pride that will expand in-demand STEM op- 
portunities for students across the state and 
help revitalize North Coast communities.” 

In August, Gov. Newsom and the state leg- 
islature approved $458 million ($433 million 
in one-time funding and $25 million in on- 
going funds) to help support the polytechnic 
vision. 

Funding from that historic investment was 
allocated to launch at least 12 academic pro- 
grams by fall 2023. It will also fund extensive 
infrastructure improvements and new facili- 
ties that directly support student success and 
retention and allows Cal Poly Humboldt to 
build out new programs and enhance current 
academic offerings. 

The northernmost campus of the 23-cam- 
pus California State University system, Cal 
Poly Humboldt follows in the footsteps of the 
CSU’s other polytechnics. 

Cal Poly (San Luis Obispo) was established 
in 1901 followed by Cal Poly Pomona in 1938. 

Cal Poly Humboldt will approach its desig- 
nation by reflecting its strong liberal arts roots 
and highlighting science in service of society. 
It is anticipated that Cal Poly Humboldt’s con- 
tinued prioritization of science’s social impact 
will appeal to STEM-oriented students and 
specifically increase enrollment and gradua- 
tion among women and diverse students. 

“Between the established practices and pro- 
grams led by first-rate faculty and staff, and the 
bold aspirations that they have for expanding 
curricula and serving greater numbers of tal- 
ented students, Cal Poly Humboldt is a perfect 
fit as the CSU’s third polytechnic institution,” 
says CSU Chancellor Joseph I. Castro. 

“My degree in mechanical engineering 
not only taught me the value of investing in 
STEM education for our students, but the 
benefits these programs have on our com- 
munities as well,” says U.S. Senator Alex 
Padilla. “By establishing itself as a polytech- 
nic institution, Cal Poly Humboldt will help 
develop a new class of leaders and a highly 
educated workforce in the North Coast. ’m 
proud to support higher funding for Hispan- 
ic-Serving Institutions like Humboldt that 
are doing the day-to-day work of investing 
in the next generation and putting the fu- 
ture of our students first.” 

“Congratulations to Humboldt State Uni- 
versity on its tremendous transformation to 
Cal Poly Humboldt, with all the incredible 


resources and opportunities that will bring to 
the students and communities of the North 
Coast,” says Congressman Jared Huffman. 
“This massive investment addresses many of 
the challenges Cal Poly Humboldt has faced 
in the current climate of education and brings 
with it significant benefits to the state and our 
local economy.” 

“This is your moment — Congratulations 
on your transition to Cal Poly Humboldt! 
That has such a wonderful ring to it! You have 
worked so hard to prepare for this change 
by expanding your already high-quality edu- 
cational programs to include new polytech- 
nic programs that can fill unique and unmet 
workforce needs,” says Assemblymember Jim 
Wood. “The expansion of STEM fields that can 
support our climate goals, wildfire manage- 
ment, and other new applied science degree 
programs are issues close to my heart and 
ones that I fight for every day.

So many questions about 
the Gateway Area Plan 


After listening to the presentation about 
The Gateway Project (TGP) that was giv- 
en to the Arcata City Council in Decem- 
ber, 2021 I attended the Open House at 
the Community Center on Saturday, Jan. 
22. I was told this project has been in the 
planning stage for five years. While I’m an 
avid reader of all local papers, I missed it 
somehow. I am concerned about what is 
anticipated in TGP and urge the Council to 
go slow before approving any steps towards 
its initiation until more people learn about 
and understand the significance of what it 
will mean and cost residents of our city. 

The enormous size of 138 acres being 
rezoned entirely residential for 3500 NEW 
HOUSING UNITS, instead of mostly in- 
dustrial as it now is, first surprised, then 
puzzled me. It is so hard to describe that I 
urge the large map be posted outside City 
Hall so that people can view it even when 
the building is closed. The 200 page doc- 
ument should be available for checkout in

the library and elsewhere; it is impossible 
to comprehend quickly. 

What would happen to Wing Inflatables? 
Not evicted, of course, but could it expand 
if need be? The hurdles it would face can- 
not be underestimated; probably, not per- 
mitted. There are other companies within 
this parcel. Many are small and might re- 
locate if a suitable, affordable space could 
be found. How do these businesses view 
this project? I was told there were email/ 
letters send to all parcel owners. TWELVE 
were personally interviewed. I failed to ask 
how many were supportive or not. I was 
given the paper copy of TGP when I asked 
if I could buy one. 

Throughout the document there is ref- 
erence to this being a BIKE/PEDESTRI- 
AN community. There will be parking 
space for approximately half the actu- 
al number of residential units planned. 
These will include all sizes from single 
room occupancy space (SROs) to pent- 


houses, and all number of bedrooms so 
that, presumably, families with children 
can be accommodated. Bike racks, two 
lane bike paths, six foot wide sidewalks 
in some areas, a few new streets, lots of 
trees and some buildings EIGHT STO- 
RIES HIGH. Only developers who in- 
clude certain amenities will be permitted 
to construct the higher buildings. 

The issues of affordable housing exists, 
statewide and nationally. But for a town 
of under 20,000 people undertake this 
without greater input from the communi- 
ty is unwise, in my opinion. I read nothing 
about soil tests to ascertain where subsoils 
to support multifloor buildings exist. What 
about rising sea levels? I HAVE read a lot 
about that in various papers recently. 

The COST of the new streets, water/ 
sewer, utilities and fire protection was not 
discussed. Who pays for that? It is expect- 
ed that there will be restaurants and other 
small businesses, as well as, presumably, 
developers willing to invest in to-be-rented 
housing contributing. Will that be enough? 
If not, issuing bonds, increasing sales tax- 
es, property taxes, fees of all sorts might fill 


in the considerable gap. 

In closing, I appreciate the work done by 
Dave Loya and his Planning Department. 
His staff never heard of a colossal failure of 
“planners” in the mid 50s called Pruitt-Igoe 
Housing outside of St. Louis, Mo. High rise 
apartments for low income families. With- 
in two years there were problems; in less 
than 20 years they were imploded, and not 
yet paid for!! Maybe things have changed, 
but I doubt it. People need space. 

Councilmembers, please GO SLOW.

y the time 08 landed, the 
Bee suitcase had be- 

come universal and cheap, 
a thing so practical that even a 
senior citizen could navigate a 
transatlantic airplane ride with 
one of those compact gizmos 
fully loaded and riding snugly in 
the compartment above his seat 
on the airplane, ready to follow 
its master around like a personal 
valet with a retractable arm that 
shot up on command. 

My goal was Montargis (pro- 
nounced Mon-TAR-zge), located 
in the middle of France, one hour 
20 minutes from Paris by train. 
That meant first getting from th 


airport to the Gare de ar 


Lyon, where the train 
to Montargis originat- 
ed. It was midmorning 
and I was in no partic- 
ular hurry. Sally lived 
in a 200-year-old farm- 
house that had already 
become everything it 
was ever going to be. 
I had been there once 
before and I knew what 
to expect: a one-sto- 
ry fieldstone off-white 
stuccoed building, its 
roofline sagging in the center, its 
inner rough hewn beams old as 
time, and beautiful as the now. 

After Googling directions, I 
climbed aboard a swift modern 
train to the closest metro stop in 
the city to the Gare de Lyon. The 
train traveled above ground from 
the De Gaulle airport through 
green fields, the same farmland 
that had fed the French people 
for a couple of thousand years 
— and fed them well — since the 
Pre-Roman days when it was 
called Gaul. Somewhere out- 
side the spreading city grid, the 
speedy train dove underground. 
At the Saint-Germain-des-Prés 
station, I got out, carried my 
suitcase upstairs by its leather 
top-handle, and stood at the in- 
tersection to get my bearings. I 
tried consulting my smart phone 
but the strong sun-glare on the 
phone’s screen made that impos- 
sible, so I put it away and looked 
around. 

Then a strange thing hap- 
pened. Everything I had done to 
get here, it seemed, evaporated 
in my brain like some dream that 
had outlived its purpose and was 
no longer relevant. I was sudden- 
ly wide awake to that out there, 
all those citizens going about 
their business, waiting at the 
light, crossing the street, buying 
a newspaper at the kiosk, loung- 
ing against the metro iron railing 
smoking a cigarette, accelerat- 
ing by on a motor scooter, peo- 
ple of every type striding down 
the crowded sidewalks in every 
direction, that was reality, not 
me or my insignificant transat- 
lantic flight to get here, Nobody 
paid any attention to me. For 
all they cared or noticed, I could 
have been standing there just like 
them, or not. I just happened to 
have showed up.

What Arcata can learn from Paris 


End and the Beginning of ev- 
erything that would matter from 
now on. 

As if I were an empty ves- 
sel, my entire body began to fill 
with intense feelings about this 
Parisian streetcorner. Without 
doing anything, without expect- 
ing anything like this, I became 
instantly — I cannot say it any 
other way — happy. When you're 
happy like this, you become fully 
there — where you are — and you 
can’t change it and don’t want to. 
The feeling on that street corner 
had a lot to do with the 
bright sunlight pouring 
down from the lumi- 
nous blue sky and land- 
ing on the sidewalks, 
sliding along the old 
buildings, bouncing 
off the cars and scoot- 
ers and bicycles going 
swiftly by, energizing 
the foot traffic, from 
the most well-dressed 
and fashionable to the 
plainest bum, or casu- 
al tourist like myself. I 
was definitely a part of this scene. 
I was not outside looking in. I felt 
the warmth of sunlight down to 
my bones. Like everybody else, I 
inhabited this light and it inhab- 
ited me. It felt like an invisible 
tissue that was continuously in 
motion, entering life and non-life 
in all its forms, turning into the 
individual being of each thing, of 
each one of us, of every brick and 
cobblestone and iron railing and 
doorway and shopkeeper and 
scrap of paper lying in the gutter. 

I had planned to take a bus or 
some public transportation to the 
Gare de Lyon but I just started 
walking instead. Almost helpless- 
ly, I put myself in motion along 
the wide Boulevard Saint-Ger- 
main sidewalk, suitcase trailing 
behind. Fortuitously, I had land- 
ed on one of the city’s most fa- 
mous streets, and justly so, and I 
was in no hurry. My smart phone 
had reported — I read this in the 
dark before I climbed out of the 
metro — that it was 18 minutes 
to the Gare de Lyon train sta- 
tion. I didn’t know it at the time 
but the screen was registering 
the taxi mode, not the guy-walk- 
ing-down-the-street mode. So I 
was off by an hour or so. I had a 
ways to go, which I would even- 
tually discover, but that hardly 
mattered. For I didn’t want this 
spontaneous and unique event in 
my life ever to end. 

It seems that almost every- 
body has been to Paris, or at least 
experienced it in movies. I don’t 
need to tell you about all the little 
flower shops, the outdoor cafes, 
the larger ones with indoor seat- 
ing separated by “French” wood 
doors that opened like accordi- 
ons, the bookshops, fruit-sellers, 
the bakeries with their pungent 
odors spilling out, the elegant 
clothing storefronts, the side- 


walks wider than the streets of 
many other cities, the motorcy- 
cles and scooters lined up side 
by side along the curb and still 
leaving plenty of room for pe- 
destrians. I walked along taking 
it all in. happy. That was me, 
this traveler from a little town 
in Northern California named 
Arcata, located not far from the 
second-most beautiful city in the 
world, San Francisco. 

How the hell does Paris bring 
off this miracle when most cities 
in the world, including if not es- 
pecially New York, feel so choked 


ings fronting the sidewalk was 
not interrupted once by one of 
them rising taller than its fellows 
into the sky, sticking up its impe- 
rial head and taking all the light 
for itself. Yes, Paris has one sky- 
scraper within the city limits, the 
Montparnasse Tower, but it was 
a mistake and everybody hates it. 
You can see where I’m going 
with this, my friends in Arcata.

But before I go, I want to 
tell you what happened on the 
bridge.

But here in France, expressions 
of affection in public are as com- 
mon as they are natural. That’s 
another reason to love this so hu- 
man place called Paris. 

Hearing the clop-clop' of 
horses, I turn, and (borrowing 
shamelessly from Midnight in 
Paris) sitting in the lane across 
from me a Louis the 14th imperi- 
al horse-drawn carriage idles. It 


has stopped in the center of the 
span, barely 25 feet away. How 
beautiful it is, its golden frame 
glowing and magnificent in the 
midday sunlight. In the box sits 
a woman in a bright green dress 
with a dark cape with blond hair 
the color of wheat streaming over 
her shoulders. She holds the reins 
of four white steeds who stand 
still, quivering with strength and 
power. She looks ahead, her pro- 
file revealing a bold and straight 
nose with thin everted nostrils 
exhaling power and energy like 
the steeds she commands. And I 
know immediately it is Artemis, 
the huntress, and her passengers 
are important personages. 

Gazing out the two windows 
towards me are the faces of two 
very old men whom I have seen 
before, but I can’t remember 
where. Both are smiling as if to 
express their fondness for a per- 
son like myself, as if they want- 
ed me to know that they saw me 
standing there and they knew 
what I was thinking and feel- 
ing. Then I recognized who they 
were. 

The man on the left was Frank 
Lloyd Wright. The man on the 
right was Plato. The door opened 
and Mr. Wright waved me to- 
wards the carriage, while Plato 
looked on. 

“Come, Dan, and sit with us,” 
said Mr. Wright. 

His companion, Plato, added 
in an encouraging voice, “Won’t 
you ride with us to the Land of 
the Blessed?” 

I smiled and shook my head. 
“No thank you, Immortals. I am 
on my way to visit my friend, Sal- 
ly. She is making fish for dinner 
and she'll be disappointed if I 
don’t show.” 

Wright nodded and the car- 
riage door clicked. Plato leaned 
out and gave Artemis the signal. 
She snapped the reins and off 
the carriage flew. I think it went 
up into the sky and disappeared 
into the golden light over the 
city. I remembered Plato talking 
about such a possibility in The 
Phaedrus and Plato, if anybody, 
would have the best knowledge of 
the Realm of Being.

The 1871 Trinidad Head Lighthouse will be open for 
tours on Saturday, Feb. 5 from 10 a.m. to noon courtesy 
of the Bureau of Land Management-California Coastal Na- 
tional Monument, Trinidad Museum Society docents and 
the Trinidad Rancheria. Pedestrians only. 

Park near Trinidad State Beach and walk approximate- 
ly one half mile up Trinidad Head and you'll come to the 
open chain link gate. Volunteer docents will greet you at the 
lighthouse on the southwest corner of the Bureau of Land 
Management grounds. 

When you climb into the 25-foot light station, be sure to 
look to the southeast and you'll view the last Fog Bell Shack in 
California, which has operated electronically since 1949 and 
is still an important navigational aid to mariners.
